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FOREWORD: 

Indiana was THE stronghold of the inter- 
urban railway and was prominent in the street 
railway field also. Much has already been pub- 
lished about the electric railways of Indiana. 
CERA alone has repeatedly explored specific 
phases of Indiana’s traction history, yet since 
our last studies much additional material has 
been unearthed. Then too, there was the demand 
for the state-wide approach of CERA bulletins 
ofrecentyears. So, happily we return to a favor- 
ite subject, Indiana. 

This, however, brings us to grips with an 
impossible task in trying to include the entire 
Indiana story between a single pair of covers. 
We have therefore adopted the plan of covering 
as much of the state as one year’s budget of 
time and expense would permit. 

Therefore, more on Indiana will appear 
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in future publications- if you have material on 
properties not covered in this bulletin be sure to 
contact the Publication Directors intime for con- 
sideration in the next issue. 

Many choices were possible in dividing the 
subject matter. After some study, it was decided 
to treat the properties in the southern part of 
the state and then to work northward, somewhat 
as one might fill a cup. Thus, Bulletin 101 be- 
gins with lines along the Ohio River and works 
its way up to Indianapolis. At Indianapolis there 
are encountered two large interurban systems: 
Terre Haute Indianapolis & Eastern and Union 
Traction Company of Indiana. Remnants of both 
finally were fused with the Interstate Public Ser- 
vice and certain other lines to make up the In- 
diana Railroad System. Space limitations in this 
Bulletin permit inclusion only of THI&E; the 
others will appear in Bulletin 102. 
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Altho the final remnant of ES&N quit its oper- 
ations to the F. W. Cook & Sons brewery in 4 
1956, Cook Transit's engine #301 was still 
in storage there in the summer of 1957. 


SOM ES&N's early passenger operations with steam 
dummy locomotives were replaced with 
heavy interurban cars, but light steam 
locos were depended on for coal haulage.

VANSVILLE INTERURBANS: 

Our notes on Evansville are based primarily 
on an excellent unpublished manuscript by Elmer 
G. Sulzer, as partof his series of researches on 
the abandoned railroads of Indiana. For use here, 
Mr.Sulzer’s stories have necessarily been con- 
densed. 


EVANSVILLE-NEWBURGH: 

The Evansville Suburban & Newburgh Railway 
was incorporated December 15, 1887 with an au- 
thorized capital of $50,000, tobuilda steam rail- 
road from Evansville to Newburgh and Howell 
Station. Primary purpose of this route was to 
tap coalmines in the area to improve the supply 
at Evansville, particularly during winter months 
when the operation of coal barges on the Ohio 
River was prevented by ice. 

The first portion ofthe line was opened May 30, 
1889, with service thru to Newburgh beginning 
August 1. Three Baldwin dummy-type steam 
locomotives, 8 open-type passenger cars and 4 
closed passenger cars provided the initial ser- 
vice of five daily round trips. On November l, 
the line was extended toa mine east of Newburgh. 
Freight traffic rapidly increased. 

The route followed the old Wabash & Erie Canal 
for some miles out of Evansville, then cut thru 
the hills and entered Newburgh via Water Street 
along the river front. Woodmere Grove and Bar- 
net’s Grove contributed to the passenger traffic 
of the road. 

By 1904 business had developed to the extent 
that the capacity of the line was taxed. Taking 
advantage of an act passed by the Indiana legis- 
lature in 1903, the company prepared to electrify 
its passenger service. Work was pushed under 
the direction of Superintendent Gus Muhlhausen, 
who, incidentally, was with the road from 1891 
to 1940. Electric passenger service began May 
4, 1905. Power was purchased from the Evans- 
ville Gas & Electric Light Company. Five pass- 
enger motor cars were purchased, and the old 
steam trailers were retained for handling of ex- 


tra heavy crowds on occasional excursions. 
In 1905 work was started on a branch to Boon- 


ville, running northeast from a junction on the 
main line to be knownas Stockwell. This line was 
opened to passenger and freight traffic July 3, 
1906. 

Boonville passenger service was on an hourly 
headway, while that to Newburgh was on an in- 
tervalof1:20. Anexpress motor made two round 
trips daily to Boonville. About this time, the tiny 
steam dummy engines were replaced by more 
powerful steam locomotives suitable for the coal 
trains now being handled. 

In 1907 cars of the Evansville & Eastern 
Electric Railway, which had built a line from 
Newburgh to Rockport, began using ES&N tracks 
from Evansville to Newburgh. In 1908 this ar- 
rangement was terminated when E&E built its 
own line to Newburgh from Evansville. 


In early years, the earnings of ES&N were 
more than double its operating costs. Dividends 
were declared each year from 1914 to 1922, but 
by then the competition of the private autornobile 
began to catch up. A fire on March 30, 1930 de- 
stroyed the Boonville substation, and while tem- 
porary repairs were made with a rotary bor- 
rowed from the Evansville & Ohio Valley Rail- 
way, General Manager Muhlhausen realized that 
the cost of permanent replacement of the sub- 
station could not be justified by the traffic. An 
application for discontinuance of passenger ser- 
vice was approved November 4th, altho Boon- 
ville trolley service had stopped already on Au- 
gust4th. Newburgh trolley service ended Decem-

ber 15th. The last steam freight on the Newburgh 
line ran the same year tho the line was not ac- 
tually abandoned until 1941. Steam freight on the 
Boonville line continued until 1947, with final 
abandonment occuring in 1948. Final operations 
of the property were with box motor 300, switch- 
ing in the Evansville area, under the name Cook 
Transit Company, named for the family which 
held controlling interest.

EVANSVILLE-MT, VERNON-GRANDVIEW: 

Interest in interurban electric railways in the 
Evansville area was spurred by the electrifica- 
tion of the Newburgh line and, in 1904, the Evans- 
ville & Eastern Electric Railway was incorpor- 
atedto build a line between Newburgh and Rock- 
port. It was built in the next three years and on 
June 10, 1907 it began operation between Wilson 
Junction (on the ES&N) near Newburgh to Rock- 
port. Passenger trolley cars were used, while 
freight ran by steam power, with both services 
running thru into Evansville over the ES&N. 

In October a branch was opened from Richland 
Junction (about 6 miles west of Rockport) north 
into Richland. A final extension of 6.25 miles 
was completed east from Rockport to Grandview 
in January 1911. 

The trackage rights agreement with ES&N 
broke down over a dispute as to division of fares 
and in 1908 the Evansville Terminal Railway 
was incorporatedto builda direct line 10.9 miles 
in length between Evansville and Wilson Junction. 
This was completed in December 1908, after 
which E&E cars followed the new route, using 
street railway tracks to reach downtown Evans- 
ville. The new route made possible direct inter- 
change of freight with the various steam rail- 
roads in Evansville. 
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Like the ES&N, this line was built to steam 
road standards of low grades so that coal trains 
could be handled economically. This occasioned 
some high fills and deep cuts. Freight traffic 
included coal, grain and much of the excellent 
foundry moulding sand for which the area is noted. 

Passenger service of early days was given on 
anhourly headway, with a connecting shuttle car 
working the Richland branch. A unique motor 
launch service met two daily limited cars at the 
Rockport waterfront to make a fast run down the 
river to Owensboro, ten miles. A 90-ft. craft 
with accommodations for 150 passengers made 
the trip in 51 minutes. Later a third round trip 
was added. 

Another of these unusual interurban boat ser- 
vices met the trolleys at Grandview twice daily 
for the trip up the Ohio River to Cannelton, a 
distance of 25miles. The river boats were oper- 
ated under the name Crescent Navigation Com- 
pany, a subsidiary of Evansville Railways. 

In the meantime, the Evansville & Mt. Vernon 
Electric Railway was incorporated in 1905 and 
began construction of an interurban line between 
those cities in the fall of that year. The line was 
opened June 19, 1906 and plans were made for 
extension westward over the state line to Mt. 
Vernon, Illinois. Problems of crossing the low- 
lands andthe Wabash River were too formidable, 
however, and nothing came of the plans.

EVANSVILLE-HENDERSON, Kentucky: 

The Evansville Henderson & Owensboro Rail- 
way was incorporatedin 1911 to build an electric 
railway between those cities. The line revived 
the route of the Illinois Central (steam) Railroad, 
which had been practically abandoned since the 
IC gave up its ferry service and began using the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad bridge in 1904. 
Local street railway systems in Henderson and 
in Owensboro were purchased in anticipation of 
the interurban construction. 

A new steel car ferry, the '‘'Henderson’’, was 
built for the Ohio River crossing of the interur- 
ban. This boat was 130 ft. in length and could 
carry two interurban cars. The double-end fer- 
ry was equipped with an interurban headlight to 
facilitate night operations. 

Service began August 1, 1912 with 9 daily round 
trips. In 1914 a new lease was executed with the 
IC permitting any number of passenger trips by 
interurbans, the handling of mail and express, 
butreserved the freight operation on either side 
of the river to the steam road, subject to EH&O 
dispatching. 


EVANSVILLE-PRINCETON-PATOKA: 

The Evansville & Princeton Traction Company 
was opened in December 1903 over a 28 mile 
route northward out of Evansville in the Direction 
of Vincennes. It was a typical single-track in- 
terurban with turnouts, 70-lb. rail and 600-volt 
dc trolley. Initial equipment consisted of five

passengercars, 42’-3’’ long, with four Westing- 
house 56 motors. There was one double-truck 
work car and six single-truck flats. An hourly 
service was run. 

During 1926 the heavy St. Louis-built two-man 
cars were replaced with an order of four light- 
weight 40’-3’’ interurbans, again built by St. 
Louis, this time for the Southern Indiana Gas & 
Electric Company, which now owned this inter- 
urban as well as the city system in Evansville. 
After abandonment of the interurban about LISe2. 
these cars saw a few additional years of service 
in the city operation. 


EVANSVILLE & OHIO VALLEY: 

The Rockport, Mt. Vernon and Henderson in- 
terurbans all came under control of the Evans - 
ville Railways soon after construction. In 1918, 
the system went thrua reorganization from which 
the interurbans emerged in 1919 as the Evans- 
ville & Ohio Valley Railway. 

A Henderson interurban ran into an open switch 
and crashed intoa brickyard, killing 4 and injur- 
ing 50 in a 1927 accident. The resultant claims 
put the company into receivership and brought 
substitution of buses for the interstate interur- 
ban-ferry service on April 4, 1928. 

Motor launch service of the Crescent Naviga- 
tion line and the interurban to Mt. Vernon were 
also abandoned at this time. Electric passenger 
service to Grandview continued until 1938. 

Carload freight service was next cut to only 
the 13 miles between Posey’s station and Rock- 
port, with the remainder of the line being aban- 
doned in 1941. Shipments of moulding sand kept 
the line going thruthe War, but by 1946 the condi- 
tion of the line was very poor and traffic was too 
low to warrant renewals, so the operation was 
entirely abandoned. Locomotive 154 survived by 
sale to the Cook Transit Company switching line.

EVANSVILLE: 

In 1866, one year after the close of the Civil 
War, the street railway in Evansville hadits be- 
ginning when the Evansville Street Railway was 
incorporated to operate mule car lines on the 
nine paved blocks of Main Street. Mule cars were 
gradually replaced with horse cars and in 1892 
the first electric cars were operated here. 


In 1901 the company was acquired by the Evans- 
ville Electric Railway Company, and also inthis 
year the Evansville & Princeton Traction Com- 
pany was incorporated and built an interurban 
electric railway line to Patoka. Its properties 
were taken over by the Evansville Princeton & 
Vincennes Interurban Railway Company in 1906, 
which immediately was consolidated with the 
Evansville Electric Railway to form Evansville

LIVESTOCK HAULAGE BY INTERURBAN: 

In 1922 a record of 8499 cars of livestock 
moved into Indianapolis by interurban was estab- 
lished. It started during thefirst World War, 
when transportation facilities were taxed to the 
utmost. After the war there was a tendency on 
the part of the electric lines to let this business 
drop, because of lack of facilities for handling 
it. However, THI&E Superintendent G. K. Jeff- 
ries decided to continue livestock transport on 
the Crawfordsville division, seeing init the poss- 
ibility of greatly increasing carload freight rev- 
enue. Stock cars had to be provided, sidings in- 
stalled and stock pens built and a solicitation 
program had to be carried to the farmers of the 
region. But interurbans could furnish cars on 
short notice and could operate trains in small 
units and thus run special to destination, putting 
live stock on the market before the usual shrink- 
age in weight could occur. Immediate success of 
the plan led to rapid expansion of coverage. 

The livestock service was inaugurated on the 
Crawfordsville division of THI&E on Oct. 1, 1918. 
On Sept. 12, 1920, similar service started on the 
Lafayette-Indianapolis line. The Terre Haute 
division was next, beginning stock service over 
the 53 miles of routes radiating from that city 
on Nov. 22, 1921, while the Eastern division, In- 
dianapolis to Richmond, got its start inthis field 
on March 27, 1922. The Brazil-Indianapolis leg 
was covered after July 14, 1922, while the Dan- 
ville branch started in December with one car. 

The Indianapolis & Cincinnati Traction Com- 
pany got into the stock traffic in 1920, when it 
hauled 265 cars of stock into Indianapolis, but 
this mushroomed out to 1500 cars in 1922. The 
interurban stock train left Connersville early in 
the morning on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fri- 
days and ran thru to Indianapolis, then ran east 
to Greensburg in time to start in again at 3 pm. 
On Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays the run 
began at Greensburg in the morning and at Con- 
nersville in the afternoon. One motor and seven 
trail cars were used, with max train length being 
four cars. 

Union Traction Company of Indiana began to 
haul stock on alarge scalein1921, when 700 cars 
were handled into the Indianapolis market, and 
in the following year 1463 cars were moved. The 
busiest locations were at Summitville, Walton, 
Dundee and Sharpsville. The road had 14 stock 
trailers and one stock motor in 1923, with 5more 
trailers on order. 

Interstate Public Service Company got actively 
into the livestock traffic in 1922 and handled 
about 500 cars per year. 

Indiana Railroad kept the livestack business 
going thruout its life, altho the field was difficult 
to hold against the onslaught of the truck and 
semi-trailer combination that was just then being 
perfected.

VINCENNES: 

A horse car line was incorporated in 1881 to 
serve the city of Vincennes in southwestern Indi- 
ana. The 6.11 mile line was electrified in the 
1890s. Later, mileage was increased to 8.25. 

At its peak around 1910, the Vincennes Trac- 
tion Company owned 18 motor and 4 trail cars. 

Nevera profitable venture, the company reor- 
ganized several times, winding up as the Vin- 
cennes Electric Railway Company. After World 
War I most companies broke away from the 5¢ 
fare to meet rising costs, but Vincennes held to 
that bargain level. 

Birney cars replaced older single-truckers., 
One of the company’s last reports, dated 1930, 
lists 11 motor cars, 1 freight trailer and | ser- 
vice car. 

About midway between Evansville and Sullivan, 
Vincennes people confidently expected to be link- 
ed by interurban to Terre Haute and Evansville. 
Plans were also well along for a route to Wash- 
ington on the east. But instead, depression came 
to wash away all hopes and even the local prop- 
erty was soon abandoned. 
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WASHINGTON: 
by Othmar C. Frye, Mayor of Washington, Ind. 

Washington, it seems, must have had quite a 
time before getting a street railway to call its 
own. From the official records of the Common 
Council of the City, we find that under date of 
April 1887 an ordinance was passed granting a 
franchise to construct astreet railway to run 
from East 7th to West 7th by way of Walnut, re- 
turning by way of Main. Notation on the margin 
says ‘‘Failed for want of diligence.’’ 

On October 13, 1891 approval of a franchise 
was grantedto the Citizens Street Railway Com- 
pany with work to begin within six months. A 
marginal notation in this case reads, ‘‘Failed- 
lapse of time’’. 

On October 4, 1892, Ziba F. Graham and Har- 
mon B. Cox signed an acceptance of a franchise 
ordinance passed on September 26, to organize, 
constructand operatea street railway, beginning 
with 90 days, completing with 9 months. The line 
was specified to use electric power, not exceed 
12 mph in speed and to charge a 5¢ fare (23¢ for 
children). Apparently this, too, fell thru for on 
May 31, 1894 a franchise was granted to Louis 
C. Fritch and William M. McMahon for a line 
using animal power initially, to be converted to 
mechanical traction within three years. This, at 
last dida street railway finally come to Washing- 
ton. 

By agreement made on May 7, 1912, after East- 
side Park became popular, the line was extended 
eastward tothe Park. Prior to this time the sys- 
tem was acquired by the Washington Street Rail- 
way, Ziba F.Graham, President. For many years 
Charley Colbert was superintendent. When it be- 
came no longer profitable, they offered it to the 


city for $15,000 and on November 24, 1923 an 
agreement to purchase was made, passed in the 
form ofan ordinance on January 14, 1924. At the 
time it was said to be the only municipally owned 
street railway in Indiana Listed in the assets 
were seven cars and two trailers. 

In 1935, after five years of steadily declining 
patronage due to economic conditions plus the 
encroachment of the automobile, the line had 
run up a deficit of $30,500 and it was decided to 
abandon it. The last run was made on October 
31, 1935 and on the next day a crew of 39 WPA 
workers began to dismantle the line. 


The original operation of this line seems to 
have been on Main from East11th to the BEORR 
shops, a distance of about 22 blocks. The first 
cars were 16-passenger horse cars, soon re- 
placed by electrification. 

On September 12, 1904 anordinance was passed 
granting a franchise to the Vincennes Washing- 
ton & Eastern Traction Company to build thru 
town ona route paralleling the street railway but 
on Van Trees or Walnut Streets. Nothing came of 
this plan, apparently, so our story returns now 
to the ex-horse car line. 


The line enjoyed a fair degree of prosperity. 
A branch line was extended on Meridian Street 
to the Baltimore & Ohio depot. Another extension 
was made westward to what was then Oak Grove 
Park, a small park where community entertain- 
ments were staged. This parkis now a part of the 
Cemetery. Aball park near West Washington also 
helped the line’s business. 
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YG BROWNSTOWN & EWING STREET RY.: 
“Uy Jackson County was the locale of an operation 
G which deserves record here, even tho not elec- 
tric. Sometime in the late 1880sor early 1890s 
the Brownstown & Ewing Street Railroad Com- 
pany built about one-half mile of 5’-4” gage line 
at Brownstown. 
Initial operations began with one car and 3 
horses. Later the line was extended to a total 
length of two miles and this required two cars 


Y, 
and 8 horses, two mules. Y 
In 1908 the corporate name was changed to 
Brownstown & Ewing Street Railway and the 


gage was reported to be 5'-25” (maybe that 
depended where the observer measured it). 
The line was never electrified and abandonment 
took place in 1916. 

The line was one of the last horse car lines in 
the United States, outlasted only by Manhattan’s 
Bleeker Street line, which quit the next year. 21 
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CINCINNATI-LAWRENCEBURG-AURORA: 

The Cincinnati Lawrenceburg & Aurora Elec- 
tric Street Railroad Company was incorporated 
in 1898 to buildan electric railway from Aurora 
thru Lawrenceburg to the Indiana-Ohio state line. 
From this point, an Ohio company was to build 
on in to Cincinnati. 

By May 1900 the company’s standard-gage cars 
were operating betweena terminal at Anderson's 
Ferry, onthe west side of Cincinnati, and Aurora, 
a distance of 25 miles. Attempts were made to 
extend the line about a dozen miles farther along 
the Ohio River to Rising Sun and even more pre- 
tentious plans were developed for projecting the 
line on to Louisville, but nothing came of these 
ideas. 

The great floods of 1913 damaged the line ex- 
tensively and brought about a receivership. The 
route along the river limited the sources of traf- 
fic practically to one side of the line. The break 
of gage at Anderson’s Ferry (Cincinnati’s street 
railway system used the 5'-235’' gage) isolated 
the road from downtown and from other nearby 
interurban lines, so that its traffic was confined 
to local business. 

During the expansive 1920s there was talk of 
providing a subway link to afford CL&A the same 
advantages planned for the interurbans from the 
north. The West End Terminal Railway was in- 
corporated to build a 6.75 mile elevated railway 
connecting Dixie Terminal (downtown Cincinnati 
headquarters of the Cincinnati Newport & Coving- 
ton Street Railway) with Anderson’s Ferry. This 
project was really beyond the capacity of the road, 
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ir service on 
Railway at Tulsa, Oklahoma.

In 1930 the road was abandoned except for about 
6 miles reaching Fernbank from the east.

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NEW ALBANY: 

The early history of street railways in the Ohio 
River city of New Albany was outlined briefly in 
the notes on the Indianapolis-Louisville line of 
the Interstate Public Service Company. In July, 
1930, operations of IPS were placed under a uni- 
fied management with other interurban lines and 
the combined organization was designated the 
Indiana Railroad System. By 1934, however, it 
was decided to discontinue all local operations 
in the Louisville-Jeffersonville-New Albany area. 
The local lines in New Albany were sold to a lo- 
cal group who continued operations under the 
name Home Transit Company. Fight Birney cars 
were rejuvenated, as were two of the Cincinnati- 
built double-truck lightweights of Interstate’s 
old 250-series. All were painted blue-and-yellow, 
and the double-truckers were also equipped for 
double end operation. 

The Silver Hills and New Albany~-Jeffersonville 
lines were abandoned by Indiana Railroad, but 
to protect the route over the Kentucky & Indiana 
Terminal bridge over the Ohio River, the New 
Albany and Louisville R.R. was formed. 

NA&L had to operate the old Daisy Division of 
Interstate, with its 5 ft. gage route on the bridge 
and on Louisville Railway tracks, but the old 
IPS equipment was not used. Instead, six motor 
cars and five trailers were leased from Louis- 
ville and arrangements were made for the LRy 
line car to be used when needed for maintenance. 

Under wartime conditions the lines were oper- 
ated up to capacity. Base schedules called for 
the two double-truckers and two sets of Birneys, 
‘*doubleheaded’’, on the State-Vincennes line in 
New Albany. Cars had a short layover in passing 
the NA&L station to permit two-way connections 
for Louisville. The Ekinline scheduled two cars. 

NA&L cars were subject to steam road rules 
while on the bridge and carried oil marker lights 
as well as oil flagging lanterns. If only one car 
was usedin any trip, a second man rode with the 
operator while the car was on the K&l bridge. 

The New Albany lines went to bus operation at 
the same time as Louisville, in 1946.

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INDIANAPOLIS -LOUISVILLE: 

The Indianapolis Greenwood & Franklin R.R. 
began grading in 1895, but did not begin opera- 
tions into Franklin until May 31, 1901. Work on 
the extension to Columbus began in 1902 and the 
first car ran into that city on September 4, 1902. 
Wider horizons now appeared possible and the 
name of the property was changed to Indianapolis 
Columbus & Southern Traction Company, with 
greatly increased capital, on January 20, 1903. 

By 1905work was under way on continuation of 
the road to Seymour. Considerable difficulty was 
encountered in arranging a crossing of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad south of Columbus, but the 
problem was resolved with a grade crossing and 
construction pushed on. The first car into Sey- 
mour was operated on September 28, 1907. 

In the meantime, Samuel Insull and others in- 
corporated the Louisville & Southern Indiana 
Traction Company and built a line over the Big 
Four Bridge to Jeffersonville. The allied Louis- 
ville & Northern Railway & Lighting Company 
incorporated October 30, 1905, picked up the 
route, carried it north to Charlestown by July 
1906 and from Watson Junction to Sellersburg 
ing o9OT, 

Closing the gap between Sellersburg and Sey- 
mour was the Indianapolis & Louisville Traction 
Company, incorporated in December 1905, and 
placedin operation in 1907. This line, unlike the 
other segments of the Indianapolis-Louisville 
route, operated by the unusual 1200vDC system 
developed by General Electric, altho its cars 
could also run full speed on 600 v, which they 
did when thru service limiteds began May 1, 1908. 

A general reorganization and operating con- 
solidation was effected in 1912. On March 21, 
I&LT became Indianapolis & Louisville Traction 
Railway Company. In September the Interstate 
Public Service Company was incorporated and 
acquired control of the chain of lines linking 
Indianapolis and Louisville. The IC&S line was 
acquired thru a 999-year lease which was to 
cause it to become the last interurban to be in 
operation out of Indianapolis. 


Shortly after the first World War, the trolley 
voltage over the entire route was standardized 
at 650 volts and an equipment modernization 
program was undertaken. New high-speed limi- 
ted motor cars were bought from Cincinnati Car 
Company and several good IC&S and I&L cars 
were rebuilt into trailers distinguished by their 
solarium-observation end windows. A number 
of other cars of the underlying properties were 
rebuilt, reinforced and steel plated. 

In the early '20s, Insull’s dream of the modern 
deluxe interurban developed here. Deluxe parlor- 
buffet cars, five built by American Car & Foun- 
dry at Jeffersonville and one (with all-electric 
kitchen) built from an old Winona car at Scotts- 
burg shops, were added to the fleet. The final 
crowning luxury came with the three steel sleep- 
ing cars built at ACF in 1926. 


These sleepers were set out for public occu- 
pancy at each terminal in the early night, altho 
train time was not until about 11:30. Since the 
entire run was only 117 miles, it was not poss- 
ible to ‘‘kill’’ allnightin motion, so the sleepers 
were carried on the last train north to Green- 
wood and south to Scottsburg. The northbound 
car was spotted adjacent to the old IC&S shops, 
reservoir at the old I&L shops-power house. In 
the early morning, the first pull-out car from 
each barn resumed the sleepers’ travel to des- 
tination, 


Freight service was also receiving aggressive 
attention. Interstate had one of the largest fleets 
of freight trail equipment among all the traction 
properties, including stock motor andtrailer 
equipments. Express trail cars suited for high- 
speed operation in passenger trains rounded 
out its services. 


In 1931, Interstate became Public Service 
Company of Indiana and its rail lines were then 
operated as part of the Indiana Railroad system.

Louisville-New Albany-Jeffersonville: 

An 1886 report indicates that a horse car line 
was in operation then in New Albany and records 
show that a similar line existedin Jeffersonville 
by 1890, both converting to electric power during 
the ‘90s. Shortly after 1900 the Southern Indiana 
Interurban Railway was built between the two 
cities. In 1903 the Louisville & Southern Indiana 
Traction Company was incorporated to succeed 
SII, which had by then acquired franchises ofthe 
Jeffersonville New Albany & Sellersburg Rapid 
Transit Company. On August 1, 1903 it leased 
the New Albany Street R.R., on December l, 
1904 it purchased the Highland R.R. and in 1905 
it acquired the Jeffersonville City Railway. 

On October 30, 1905 the Louisville & Northern 
Railway & Lighting Company came into the pic- 
ture to operate the Louisville-Sellersburg line. 
It also acquired the right to operate the Kentucky 
& Indiana Bridge line. This was the double-track 
bridge connecting Louisville with New Albany, 
on which K&I had installed its own electric rail- 
way service. L&ENR&L solved K&l's traffic prob- 
lem by laying gauntlet track across the bridge, 
thus permitting 5 ft. gage electric cars to be 
used so that a route into downtown Louisville 
could be had over the matching Louisville Rail- 
way tracks, while steam operation continued on 
the standard gage tracks. This was known as the 
Daisy Division. 

New Albany and Jeffersonville tracks were 
standard gage and some double-gage track was 
necessary in Louisville to bring interurbans 
from the Big Four bridge to the downtown Louis - 
ville Railway terminal, where space was shared 
with Louisville & Interurban Railway. At New 
Albany, Silver Hills and Jeffersonville cars met 
Daisy Division trains at a terminal near the K&l 
bridge. 

During Interstate Public Service Company days 
modernization came to these lines thru Birney 
carsin city service and double-truck lightweights 
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for the interurban runs on the standard gage 
lines. In 1929 a new Municipal (highway) Bridge 
was opened between Louisville and Jeffersonville. 
This direct shortcut route brought bus competi- 
tion and the operation of Louisville-New Albany 
service via the standard gage Big Four Bridge 
route was discontinued, altho the Indianapolis 
interurbans continued to follow this route. How- 
ever, Interstate found itself with a surplus of 
modern lightweight medium speed cars. Six of 
these, built by Kuhlman and equipped for multiple 
operation, had specially reinforced end bumpers 
for additional protection on routes where stan- 
dard interurban cars were alsoused, butnever- 
the less these were not well suited for the main 
lines and remained little used until the reorgan- 
ization with the advent of Indiana Railroad. Then 
Public Service Company of Indiana, Interstate’s 
successor, acquired the former THI&E city lines 
in Terre Haute and transfered these 260-class 
there. 


The Louisville-Charlestown line was botha 
main line and suburban operation. Its normal 
equipment was the former Indianapolis Shelby- 
ville & Southeastern Traction Company cars, re- 
numbered 171-172 by Interstate. Both cars were 
rebuilt by Scottsburg shops, 171 receiving the 
more imaginative and concealing conversion to 
arch-roof, single-sash, baggage-passenger; a 
foreshortened version of one of the big mainline 
limiteds. 

COLUMBUS: 

A local electric street railway was opened in 
the town of Columbus in 1892. It was known as 
John S. Crump St. Ry. & Lt. Co., and it carried 
110,000 passengers on four miles of line during 
its first year. It later became known as the Co- 
lumbus Street Railway & Lighting Company, and 
then the Central Indiana Lighting Company before 
becoming part of the Interstate Public Service 
system. Abandonment came in 1930. 
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The old Ohio Falls Car Company plant of 
the American Car & Foundry Company at 
Jeffersonville, being an "on-line" industry, 
rightly saw a good share of Interstate's 
car business. This extended into the _ re- 
building and restoration of cars that had 
been supplied originally to underlying com- 
ponents of the system by other builders.

INDIANAPOLIS-GREENSBURG-RUSHVILLE: 

On September 25, 1901 the Indianapolis Shel- 
byville & Southeastern Traction Company was 
incorporated. Construction was pushed ahead 
and the line was opened into Shelbyville in 
September 1902. Work began immediately on 
an extension to Greensburg. 

A separate company, the Indianapolis & Cin- 
cinnati Traction Company (the original) mean- 
time built a line from the edge of Indianapolis 
to Rushville, with the plan of extending on thru 
Connersville to Hamilton, Ohio, and ultimately 
into Cincinnati. This line, built under the novel 
Westinghouse 3300 v AC system, began service 
into Rushville on February 20, 1905 and was 
extended to Connersville on October 28, 1906. 

I&C was controlled by Charles L. Henry, who 
had pioneered the interurban in Indiana with his 
work for Union Traction. Now primarily inter- 
ested in linking Indianapolis directly with Cin- 
cinnati he decided to acquire control of the 
Shelbyville line, apparently to insure againsta 
possible rival route. 

This he accomplished in sufficient degree to 
affect an operating consolidation in time to per-

mit the Greensburg extension to be opened with 
the 3300 v AC system on February 1, 1906. The 
IS&SE’s 600 v DC electrification was converted 
at this time and its passenger cars were sold, 
some to Hammond, some to Louisville & Sou- 
thern Indiana Traction and one, it is thought, to 
the short Oskaloosa-Beacon (Iowa) road. 
Overexpansion brought on receivership and a 
second Indianapolis & Cincinnati Traction Com- 
pany was incorporated November 17, 1910 to 
take over I&CT #1 and the Indianapolis & South- 
eastern Traction Company, which had taken over 
the Indianapolis Shelbyville & Southeastern line. 
In 1923 and 1924 the company completed a 
difficult changeover back to the 600 v DC sys- 
tem. The AC equipment was heavy and unreli- 
able and improvements in car equipment, to- 
gether with the perfection of automatic substa- 
tions made the attractive possibility of paying 
the cost of the conversion within ten years. 
After first having worked out an equipment 
trust plan for financing the 3/4 million dollar 
cost of the change with an Indianapolis bank, the 
company completely replaced its passenger car 
fleet and revitalized its service. At the same

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Reporting Arrivals at Terminals. ‘Trains will report to Dispatcher arrivals at terminals, 


Second Class Trains Reporting. A second class train when met or passed by a first class 
train at any point other than a schedule meeting or passing point, will report the fact 
to the Dispatcher, if he can be reached. 


Delayed Trains. When it first becomes apparent that any train will not be able to ar- 
rive on schedule time at a meeting point with a train running on a faster schedule, such 
train will be goyerned as to reporting to Dispatcher in such a way as to cause the least 
delay to the train running on a faster schedule, but all trains or sections of trains will 
report to Dispatcher when becoming five (5) minutes lute or upon becoming five (5) 
minutes later after having reported to Dispatcher. If, in such case, the Dispatcher can- 
not be reached, the train will proceed on its Time Table or train order rights. 


Report Orders. Instructions to report at any point when contained in a train order will 
act as a holding order at such point, and the train must not leave such point until the 
receipt of train order from the Dispatcher, 


Flagging Trains per Rule 162. ‘The Dispatcher at Junction is the only person author- 
ized to flag trains for purpose of restricting their rights as provided in Rule 162, 


Signals for Following Sections. When signals for a following section are to be taken 
down at a point where a train register is maintained, signals will be registered as pro- 
vided in Rule 118 before they are taken down, even if the following section has arrived. 
When signals for a following section are taken down at any point where a train register 
is not maintained, before the following section has arrived, then all trains of every class 
leaving that point, which are met after signals are taken down and before the train has 
registered at the next register station, must be notified as provided in Rule 123, and 
signals must be registered at the next register station. After signals are registered, no 
further notice to other trains is required. When a train ascertains at a register station, 
or when notified as provided herein, that signals have been displayed by an opposing 
train of the same or superior class, and the following section or sections have not regis- 
tered as arrived, then such train must not leave the point to which signals were dis- 
played until the following section or sections have been met or have lost their rights as 
provided in Special Instructions P, or upon order from the Dispatcher. 


Trains Four Hours Late. Any scheduled train or section of a scheduled train becoming 
four (4) hours late will lose both right and class and cannot proceed except by train 
order, nor must it be restored under its original number. 


Q. Rules on Tracks in Indianapolis. When running on tracks of the Indianapolis Traction 


and Terminal Company, conductors and motormen will be governed by the rules and 
regulations of that Company. 


Speeds Through Villages, Towns and Cities, Motormen will closely observe the con- 
ditions and surroundings in and approaching villages, towns and cities, and will reduce 
speed as required by conditions, and in no case will the following speeds be exceeded 
at the points designated :

INSTALLATION OF SIMMEN SIGNAL EQUIPMENT ON THE INDIANAPOLIS & 
CINCINNATI TRACTION Co.* 


In May, 1012, the Indianapolis “& Cincinnati Traction Company, 
Charles L. Henry, president, put into service a manually operated, 
remotely controlled interlocking signal system designed and installed 
by P. J. Simmen of Northey—Plummer, Ltd., Indianapolis and Toronto. 
This system affords means by which the dispatcher can, as a train ap- 
proaches, passes or leaves a siding, display stop, proceed or caution 
signals to the motorman. These signals are displayed by illuminated 
dials inside the cab directly in the motorman’s view. The signal trans- 
mitting apparatus is interlocked so that it is mechanically and elec- 
trically impossible for the dispatcher to give signals corresponding to 
a lap order. Another strong feature of this system is that a permanent 
record is continually drawn before the dispatcher showing at all times 
the position and direction of the movement of all trains. This system 
of signaling has been in satisfactory operation on the Toronto & York 
Radial Railway for three years, controlling trains under 20-minute 
headway. 

The Indianapolis & Cincinnati Traction Company installation in- 
cludes protection for nine blocks and ten sidings, each block extending 
from siding to siding and averaging about two miles in length. The 
most attractive features of this system are its simplicity, flex- 
ibility and elasticity. The principal mechanical and electrical circuits 
consist each of an iron wire connecting short sections of third-rail at 
the sidings with relays and small switches and a battery in the dis- 
patcher’s office. The return circuit is over the track rails. The sys- 
tem is designed on the normal danger plan; that is, if any part of the 
apparatus becomes deranged stop signals are displayed. The ap- 
paratus on the car is very simple. In consists only of a third-rail shoe 
for making contact with the short signal rail, a relay and a small local 
battery for supplying energy to the signal lamps. Either a clear or a 
stop signal is always displayed before the motorman. 

The Indianapolis & Cincinnati Traction installation includes no 
change in principle from that underlying the installation which has 
operated so satisfactorily for three years on the Toronto suburban 
lines. 


PRINCIPAL PARTS OF THE SYSTEM 


The principal parts of this system consist of a main control circuit 
leading from the dispatcher’s office to each siding, a switch relay and 
battery connection in the dispatcher’s office for each control circuit, 
three short (about 75 ft. long) sections of contact rail for each siding 
and a contact shoe relay, local battery and two (red and green) light 
signals on each motor car. The control line for each siding is inde- 
pendent of the other control lines except that all of the dispatcher’s 
switches (one in each control circuit) are mechanically interlocked. 


Main Signal Circuit 


One independent signal wire connects the three contact rails at 
each siding direct with the dispatcher’s switchboard and the return 
circuit is made through the track rails, which do not need to be cut at 
the siding. For the main signal circuit on this 18 mile installation 
about 100 miles of line wire have been erected. This wire is No. 14

copper clad which was chosen of this size not because so great a con- 
ductivity was required but because it was thought this was the 
smallest wire that would serve mechanically. The short lengths of 
contact rail are located one opposite the switch and two others, 2,000 
ft. distant in each direction. The rail at the siding is called the home 
rail and the other two are called distant rails. By means of the two 
rails located 2,000 ft. from the siding it is possible to inform the crew 
of its signal, sufficiently far in advance to permit the stop to be made 
before the siding is reached.

Train Record Sheet 


The record sheet is directly driven through a worm and ratchet 
movement which is operated every five seconds by a pair of magnets 
controlled by a carefully adjusted block movement. The vertical scale 
on the record sheet, one inch, equals ten minutes, and the horizontal 
scale is subdivided according to distance. The subdivisions are made 
by continuous vertical lines, the space between any two adjacent lines 
representing, proportionately, the distance between these two sidings. 
The record sheet is so arranged in its moving mechanism that about 
two hours’ performance is always visible to the dispatcher so that he 
can see the changes that are being made in the record as they occur. 

The movement of trains is recorded on the sheet by needle punches, 
and whenever a train passes a contact rail slits are cut in the paper. 
The ends of the slits show the time a train enters and leaves each 
block. The punches are made by needles mounted above the record 
sheet and the slits are made by needles mounted below the sheet. They 
are called “top” and “bottom” needles. Each needle is actuated by 
an electromagnet and these magnets are enérgized through front con- 
tacts on the relays in the dispatcher’s control circuits. 

The principle of this cab signal is that if a contact rail is energized 
(by the closing of the dispatcher’s control switch), then a passing 
train will receive a clear signal; if the contact rail is de-energized 
(purposely by the dispatcher opening the control switch, or because 
of a line wire derangement), then a passing train will receive a stop 
signal. A clear signal will continue to show while running through 
the block, and a stop signal, once displayed, will remain displayed until 
the car reaches an energized contact rail. This set of circumstances 
in connection with the interlocking features of the signal system pro- 
vides for extreme flexibility in the handling of trains in sections at 
passing and meeting points. 

This system is designed to do the work not only of an automatic 
block system but also of the so-called “dispatcher’s” signal system, 
because the dispatcher may at any time stop any train at any siding.

time an entirely new plan was brought forth for 
the still-hoped for extension to Cincinnati. Now 
the construction of a standard gage rapid tran- 
sit and interurban subway belt was actually in 
progress in Cincinnati. This would make it 
possible to avoid a slow drag thru streets and 
wauld side-step the problem of the wide gage 
street railway lines of Cincinnati. IkCT met 
the opportunity in a fresh survey of a route 
striking southeast from Rushville to College 
Hill, Ohio, where connection would be made 
with the Cincinnati & Dayton Traction Company 
for the 4-mile run to the new subway. Unfortu- 
nately nothing came of this plan, for the re- 
equipment of the line was scarcely broken in 
than the economic depression of 1929 fell over 
the nation 

Receivership and reorganization came again, 
the operation emerging as the Indianapolis & 
Southeastern Railroad. Light weight, one-man 
cars were bought; the relatively new steel 
600-class cars were sold, four to Union Trac- 
tion Company of Indiana and the remaining 
eight to Milwaukee Electric Railway & Trans- 
port (then TMER&L) where they were rebuilt 
into articulated cars. 

Within a very short time, however, traffic 
levels fell too low to justify even the scaled 
down one-man service and final abandonment 
came in 1932. The new cars were sold in the 
second-hand market to Beech Grove, Nashville 
and Canton. The Nashville car later got down 
to Atlanta, while the Canton cars progressed 
thru Shaker Heights to Milwaukee Speedrail.

When a train ascertains at a 
register station, or when notified as provided herein, that signals have been 
displayed by an opposing train of the same or superior class, and the fol- 
lowing section or sections have not registered as arrived, then such train 
must not leave the point to which signals were displayed until the following 
section or sections have been met or have lost their rights as provided in 
Special Instruction P, or upon order from the Dispatcher.

INDIANAPOLIS: 

The local transit system of Indianapolis was 
the first in Indiana. On October 3, 1864 the first 
mule car line here commenced operation from 
the Union (railroad) Station up Illinois Street 
over Washington and West Streets to Military 
Park andthen the Fairgrounds. Construction had 
been rushed so that service could begin with the 
opening of the State Fair that year. 

Additional routes were opened on North Illinois 
Street, Virginia and Massachusetts Avenues. By 
1870 seven lines totaling 15 miles of track were 
in operation. Service was, however, limited to 
the then mile square area of the city, except for 
the line to Crown Hill Cemetery, which had been 
opened in 1867. 

Further extensions were opened in 1875 to Ir- 
vington via English Avenue, to Haughville and 
Brightwood in 1899, WestIndianapolisin 1890 and 
to North Indianapolis in 1892. In 1894 a line to 
Broad Ripple was opened by the Union Traction 
Company of Indiana. 

The first electric street cars in Indianapolis 
were placed in operation on June 18, 1890 on the 
North Illinois line and the entire system was elec- 
trified by 1894. 

The coming of the interurban lines contributed 
to the growth of the city system and gave it one 
method of extending as the city limits pushed out- 
wards. Construction of the Traction Terminal 
for the interurbans by the Indianapolis Street 
Railway came about in return for the right to 
acquire portions of interurbans that might fall 
within the city as the years progressed and, in 
the meantime, the interurbans produced addition- 
al passengers for which a per capita charge was 
collected by the city company. Despite the size of 
the city, the street railway system was controled 
by the Terre Haute Indianapolis & Eastern Trac- 
tion Company, rather than the more usual control 
extending from acity system to an interurban. 

History of the system was marred by two ser- 
ious strikes, one in 1913 and another in 1926, 
both involving much bitterness and violence.

A rather stable period of its history occurred 
between the end of the first World War and the 
beginning of the depression, during which time 
little change took place in the service. Liquida- 
tion of the THI&E system in 1931 brought about 
sale of the street railway to a new company, In- 
dianapolis Railways. Charles W. Chase came 
from a successfully completed modernization 
program at Gary to head the new organization 
and a refreshing wave of improvements began. 

A new design of fast street car, foot-operated, 
with comfortable bucket seats, rapid acceler- 
ation and better braking, acquiredinan initial 
order of 25 in 1932washighly successful, 
but at the same time 15 trolley buses and some 
new gas buses were purchased so that the com- 
pany could fully test each form of vehicle. 

As revenues showed signs of recovery addition- 
al equipment was ordered until the new car fleet 
grew to 90 cars. In order to get the remaining 
ancient two-motor cars out of service as rapidly 
as possible, a number of Peter Witt style cars, 
all converted to one-man operation, were acquired 
in the second-hand market. 

In the meantime, the gas and trolley bus were 
taking over in places where costs of track renew- 
als or extensions could not be justified, beginning 
with the Mars Hill line in 1932. Buseswere also 
put to work on all lines during owl periods. After 
the second war, this practice was extended to 
include all day Saturday and Sunday. Additional 
motor and trolley buses were bought and with the 
bus conversion of the East Michigan line on No- 
vember 25, 1947 all remaining street car ser- 
vice was performed by high-speed Brills. A new 
red and cream livery now replaced the original 
blue, yellow and gold. 


The final railway operations were on East 
Washington June 1, 1950; on Illinois in October, 
1951 and on College on January 11, 1953. The 
latter also marked the end of street railway ser- 
vice thruout the state of Indiana.

The fact that many of these excellent old 
photos of Indianapolis show damaged cars 
should not be taken to mean that ISRy was 
in the habit of running smashed-up equip- 
ment or even that they had any unusual 
amount of accidents. But it does show 
that they were systematic in following up 
claims problems and it did make it 
possible to find pictures of some types that 
would have otherwise remained unrecorded.

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INDIANAPOLIS RAILWAYS 


After many years of falling farther and farther behind

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INDIANAPOLIS TRACTION TERMINAL: 

Nowadays it’s impossible to maintain reliable 
transit service in downtown city streets, but in 
the early 1900s it was one of the interurban’s 
prime advantages over the steam railway to be 
able to operate over city streets into the heart 
of the business district. At a very early date, a 
loop was secured in downtown Indianapolis and 
plans were made to provide a waiting room and 
also a storage yard for cars on layover. 

Hugh J. McGowan, President of the Indianapolis 
Street Railway and almost a legendary figure in 
interurban railway history, conceived the idea of 
a fine office building and terminal station as 
headquarters for the traction and electrical indus- 
tries of the midwest. 

The Indianapolis Traction & Terminal Company 
was incorporated August 4, 1902 and contracts 
were entered between the city and the railways 
as follows: 

1. The street railway agreed to provide 
power and to keep track and overhead 
in repair. 

2. Interurban trains were limited to one 
per hour per line, except upon special 
occasions, when 15-minute intervals 
were authorized. 

3. Each line was limited to five freight 
and express trips per day. 

4. Notransfers were to be given between 
city and interurban cars. 

5. A fee of 5¢ per passenger carried in 
the city to be allowedthe street railway, 
of which 1¢ was alloted to the terminal 
station. 

6. Passengers were to be registered on 
cars on separate registers to be pro- 
vided by the terminal company. 

7. Inthe event of extension of the Indian- 
apolis city limits, the interurban com- 
panies agreed to sell to the street rail- 
way company all tracks thus included. 


The ‘‘Traction Terminal’’, costing over $1 
million, was completed in August, 1904 and opened 
to traffic on Monday, September 12, 1904. Located 
within a block of the Monument Circle, a block 
from the busiest commercial intersection of the 
city, and only $-block of the Indiana State Capi- 
tol, the byzantine style 9-story office building 
was one of the firstto have electric lighting thru- 
out and 24-hour elevator service. Coal delivery 
and ash removal was, logically enough, by elec- 
tric train. 

The steel frame trainshed shielded nine tracks 
and was fitted with a huge skylight as well as 
15 arc lamps to keep it bright, day or night. 

Track layout originally installed is shown on 
an accompanying illustration. Operation was to 
the north from the easterly four tracks and to 
the south from the westerly five tracks. Assign- 
ment of trackage to the various companies and 
divisions varied thru the years. During the late 
20s, Union Traction trains used the east four 
tracks, Indianapolis & Cincinnati and Interstate 
used the nexttwo, while Terre Haute Indianapolis 
and Eastern occupied the remainder. 

As the years progressedthe various companies 
standardized pretty well on a length of 61 ft. for 
their passenger cars. Each track could accom- 
modate two suchcars completely under the shed, 
with a broad aisle for patrons to cross all the 
tracks under cover. Two-car trains were usually 
spotted with one car andthe vestibule of the other 
under the shed. 

Most of the first floor of the adjacent office 
building was given over to ticket offices, waiting 
area and concessions. A vestibule at the center 
of the building led to the train shed and just out- 
side the doors here was a booth for the station- 
master and train-caller, a factotum to be reck- 
oned with in the days before PA amplifiers. The 
starting signal was given to trains by him, using 
a shrill police whistle. 

A plan to put gates across the front and rear 
of the terminal was tried, but proved unwieldy 
and expensive and was junked. 

Trains standing in the Terminal were identi- 
fied by destination signs carriedinfront windows. 
In addition, a tin sign-holder, about 2 ft. x 3 ft., 
was proppedagainstthe rear of the car (adjacent 
tothe entrance step in two-man days). This hol- 
der carrieda paper sign which displayed in head- 
line type the name of the railway and the princi- 
pal stations served by the train. Bright colors 
were used onsigns describing the “name trains”. 
The series of sounds beginning with the train- 
caller’s final stentorian bellow, his whistle as 
the second hand of the station clock crossed zero, 
the conductors’ ‘‘two-bells’’, the motorman's 
answering two gongs, the clatter of sign holders 
falling to the pavement as motors groaned on the 
starting cars, and the bark of circuit breakers: 
these are the unforgettable impressions that 
came, andwentagain, toosoon for hi-fi records.

Withina year ofthe opening of the station, add- 
itional buildings and trackage were built in the 
northwest corner of the block to accommodate 
the freight and express traffic. However, as this 
branch of the business grew, these facilities be- 
came extremely congested and objectionable so" 
close to the heart of the city. An entirely new 
freight terminal was then built on Kentucky Ave- 
nue, in the industrial section southwest of the 
center of Indianapolis. 

At Traction Terminal, a track and separate 
shed were provided ina quieter side area for 
use by the sleeping car which Interstate Public 
Service put into service in 1926. Here passen- 
gers could board the sleeper as much as two 
hours before train time, or could remain in it 
for an hour after arrival in the early morning. 

Buses operated by the interurban companies 
made their firstappearances in Traction Termi-

nal in the 1920s. Interurban rail service was 
withdrawn from some of the THI&E lines in 1930, 
and thereupon three west tracks in the Terminal 
were paved over to ease bus operation. 


Then in 1932 the Indianapolis & South Eastern 
was abandoned, leaving the Indiana Railroad as 
the sole tenant, but yet tracks 1 thru 6 were in 
use until 1940. Rail use was then cut down to only 
tracks 1 and 2 until Indiana Railroad quit all its 
rail passenger in January of 1941. From January 
until September, the sole daily trip of the Public 
Service Company of Indiana used a wye at the 
Ohio Street edge of the property, never coming 
in under the trainshed. Today the Traction Ter- 
minal remains as a busy bus station and the office 
building has been modernized, but to the knowing 
observer they willalways stand as mute remind- 
ers of the pinnacle of the interurban era.

Book critics will squirm at the 
repetition that occurs on 
this page--- as well they may 
at many points in this volume. 
But who could resist looking 
in at Traction Terminal as 
many times as possible. Each 
time the lineup was different, 
and just as one might with a 
packet of assorted stamps, 
he would often discover a rare 
stranger among the dozen or so 
cars that would always be dis- 
posed about the place. 


Top scene is in the early 1930s, 
just after Indiana Railroad 
had placed its lightweights in 
service, but while heavy two- 
man ex-Union Traction 400s 
and Indiana Service 370s 
shared the place. Just below it 
is a glimpse probably dating 
about 1924, while at bottom 
are the glorious days around 
1910 when practically every car 
was a type unto itself. 
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Beech Grove Traction could be 
thought of as a satellite 
operation of the capital city 
of Indianapolis. One step 
ahead of the junkman for years, 
Beech Grove nevertheless 
offered one of the best traction 
bargains in the country. 


BEECH GROVE - INDIANAPOLIS 

Construction of an electric railway between 
Indianapolis and the southeastern suburb of Beech 
Grove was begun in 1910. Completion in good 
enough shape for a trial run was completed by 
March 27, 1911, while regular service began in 
the next month. Cars entered Indianapolis over 
the Virginia Avenue line of the Indianapolis Street 
Railway and looped south of the heart of the busi- 
ness center of the city. 

Service was provided at a fare of 5¢ between 
Beech Grove and Shelby Street in Indianapolis, 
or 10¢ thru. This low fare persisted and was 
probably partly responsible for keeping the com- 
pany in a hand-to-mouth existence. 

Initial car equipment consisted of two-man in- 
terurban cars, thought to have been acquired 
second hand from Winona Interurban Railway. 
As early as 1916, jitney competition became a 
serious problem. In 1918 the jitney proprietor 
was made an official of the traction company and 
the jitneys were taken off. In 1925 a bus service 
was begun to augment railway coverage of the 
Beech Grove area. 

About this time, two cars (501 and 502) were 
acquired surplus from the Cincinnati, George- 
town & Portsmouth Railroad and one birney car, 
#404, made its appearance. In 1931, after the In- { 
dianapolis & Southeastern Railroad folded, cars 
205and210 were acquired and these two finished 
out the company’s history. 

Barely able to meet its payroll, the company 
was down to the point of paying trainmen partially 
in tokens and the power bill began to accumulate. | 
One morning in 1937 a lineman from the Indian- 
apolis Railways, who sold BGT its power, came | 
out and cut the feeder cable. A milk driver drove . 
along the line notifying waiting passengers that | 
there would be no more trolleys. Thus ended the 
story of Beech Grove Traction Corporation.

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As one of the important components of the In- 
diana Railroad System, the Terre Haute Indiana- 
polis & Eastern Traction Company story is in- 

. extricably interwoven with that of other lines. 
In this portion of the CERA coverage, only the 
story as far as THI&E’s liquidation in 1931 is 
included; the remaining history will be picked up 
elsewhere with the successor company. 


TERRE HAUTE INDIANAPOLIS & 

The THI&E Traction Lines had their beginning 
in the early electric operation from Brazil along 
the National Road to Harmony which dates to 
July 16, 1893 In 1899 other interests built from 
Terre Haute to Brazil Aline west from Indiana- 
polis to Plainfield was opened in the fall of 1902 
and shortly thereafter it was extended to Green- 
castle. In January 1908 a connecting link was 
completed to close the gap between Indianapolis 
and Terre Haute, with the hot-shot Highlander 
thru limiteds beginning their runs in the fall of 
that year. 

The first car ran east out of Indianapolis to 
Greenfield in 1900; to Charlottesville in 1902. 
Another line, building west out of Richmond, 
reached Centerville in 1902 and was linked with 
the Greenfield line to form a thru route in 1903. 
In January 1905 thru service to Dayton, Ohio, in 
conjunction with the Dayton & Western Traction 
Company, was begun. From 1907 thru 1913 there 
was continuous litigation with the municipality 
Company, was begun. From 1907 thru 1913 there 
was continuous litigation with the municipality 
of Richmond over the interurban route, especially 
with regard to freight operation. In 1913 a spur 
line was opened between Dunreith on the Rich- 
mond line and New Castle. 


In 1901 work began on a line southwest from 
Indianapolis to Martinsville and hourly service 
was commenced on this route as far as Moores- 
ville in August 1902. Martinsville was reached 
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EASTERN TRACTION COMPANY 


in 1903, and altho there were surveys and plans 
for extensionto Bloomington and beyond, nothing 
ever came of them. This line was taken into the 
THI&E system in 1907. 

Perhaps the most contested route was the one 
between Indianapolis and Lafayette, finally won 
by the Indianapolis & Northwestern Traction 
Company and openedin the fall of 1903. This line 
also built a branch from Lebanon due west to 
Crawfordsville. It was probably the first line to 
use the 61 ft. long car type which ultimately be- 
came the most widely used size in the middle- 
west. 

The Ben-Hur route, a direct line between In- 
dianapolis and Crawfordsville, was built by the 
Indianapolis Crawfordsville & Western Traction 
Company in the period from 1903 to July 1907, 
when operation began. In April 1912 it was sold 
in Foreclosure tothe Indianapolis Crawfordsville 
& Danville Electric Railway Company, which in 
turn was leased to the THI&E system. Altho this 
gave THI&E a direct route, thus avoiding cut- 
throat competition with its I&NW line via Leba- 
non, there were no intermediate towns of any 
size on the Ben Hur line and its future seemed 
dependent on extension thru Covington to Danville 
in Illinois, where it would have connected with 
the great McKinley system to provide possible 
thru routes to Peoria and St. Louis. Such plans 
were keptalive and reviewed periodically as re- 
cently as 1928, but financing could not be worked 
out and the dream remained unfulfilled.

In 1905 an Indianapolis-Danville (Indiana) route 
was completed with the intent of continuing on 
toward Terre Haute. Grading was completed out 
of Danville almost to Amo, but no rail was laid, 
and completion of the route via Plainfield chilled 
the idea, altho the property remained collected 
down thru Indiana Railroad days. 

Out of Terre Haute three branch lines were 
built. A line north to Clinton and Italy began ser- 
vice in 1903. It, too, had plans for continuation 
to Danville, Illinois, from which no result came. 
A line south to Sullivan was opened in 1906 and 
a plan to link this with the Evansville interurban 
system at Patoka periodically came up for re- 
consideration. An interstate route to Paris, Ill- 
inois, opened in 1907, also offered possibilities 
for interconnection with the Illinois Traction Sys- 
tem, via the latter’s Ridge Farm branch, but 
these, too, never came to fruition. 

Such were the ingredients of the 402.43 route 
miles which were accumulated in the 1907-1912 
period to form the Terre Haute Indianapolis & 
Eastern Traction Company, the THI&E Traction 
Lines. On its lines were coal mines, limestone 
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quarries and associated heavy rolling grades. 
Here, too, were table-flat corn fields and pasture 
lands and humming industrial cities with mills 
canneries, foundries, factories and stockyards 
dotting the route like a statistician’s dream. 
Despite the diverse origins of the system, the 
persistent efforts of THI&E operating men pro- 
duced a surprising degree of standardization. 
Track was mostly 70-lb. steel with crushed rock 
or white gravel ballast spread toa modest depth. 
Most of the system was built adjacent to highways 
or to steam railroads. Ina few places, notably 
between Greencastle and Brazil, track was cut 
boldly across country with substantial cuts and 
fills. Attractive looking and well-maintained 
bridges, mostly of Pratt or Warren thru truss, 
were characteristic. Small town stations were 
built more nearly to steam railroad standards

than usually found on interurban properties. Al- 
most every town, no matter how small, hada 
station building with the town name proudly em- 
blazoned on the sidein 8’’ letters, a baggage wa- 
gon and half-a-dozen of the inevitable cream 
cans lined up. In some cases Station buildings 
also housed power substations for the 600 v DC 
trolley, and station agents doubled in brass as 
operators. THI&E’s power generating stations 
proved to be ultimately its most important assets 
and formed the nucleus for important utility net- 
works of the area. 

Most of THI&E’s car purchases naturally oc- 
curred in the formative years before THI&E it- 
self was actually in control. This makes its car 
roster an interesting, tho complex one. Really, 
only two types of cars were actually built for the 
THI&E itself, but practically all the types of the 
underlying companies received substantial re- 
vamping of varying degrees in company shops. 
Pride of the property was the Hugh J. McGowan 
private car, which ultimately was used tohandle 
charter parties. 

THI&E is said to have operated its 25-year 
life without causing a single passenger fatality, 
a remarkable record considering there were no 
steel cars and block signalling was installed on 
only a few miles of track. Credit goes for this 
to a high standard of supervision and careful dis- 
patching. Train orders were issued to crews by 
telephone, the crews writing them in a suitable 
**fill-in-the-blanks’’ form. Passing sidings were 
located close enough to permit half-hourly head- 
ways, altho most servicéywas hourly. 
Locals averaged about 25 mph while limiteds got 
up to 35 mph averages. 

Among THI&E’s famous-name flyers were the 
‘*Buckeye Special’’ between Indianapolis-Dayton 
in 4:00 hrs.; its westbound twin, ‘‘Hoosier Spe- 
cial’’; the 2:05 hrs. Terre Haute ‘‘Highlander'’’; 
the 2:11 hrs. Lafayette ‘‘TecumsehArrow’’; and 
the 1:15 hrs. ‘‘Ben-Hur Special’’ on the Craw- 
fordsville run. 

In the late 1920s passenger traffic took a sharp 
downward trend and the owners quickly decided 
to pull out of the transportation field. Plans were 
being formulated for the Indiana Railroad, which 
would have merged all the Indianapolis traction 
lines into one system, but they were slow in ex- 
ecution and THI&E was thrown into receivership. 
The receiver found no alternative but toabandon 
all the railway lines except the Terre Haute line 
and the city systems in Terre Haute and Rich- 
mond, which would then be accepted as parts of 
the Indiana Railroad. Permission was granted 
promptly for the cessation ofthe Lafayette, Dan- 
ville, Crawfordsville and Martinsville lines, and 
they quit on October 30, 1930. The Clinton and 
Sullivan branches were dropped in the spring of 
1931, but difficulties arose over the abandonment 
of the Greenfield and Paris lines, so the proper- 
ties were turned over to Indiana Railroad with 


those matters still pending. Within a few months 
permission was granted to suspend the Green- 
field service, altho Indiana Railroad retained the 
balance of the Richmond line and ran thru cars 
over the Honeybee line to New Castle and then 
via the old THI&E trackage. Because of delays 
in connection with Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion action, the Paris line was not abandoned 
until January 25, 1932. Dismantling of the aban- 
doned lines, except for the parts retained by In- 
diana Railroad, took place in 1933 and 1934. 

THI&E Traction Lines also had controlling 
stock ownership in Indianapolis Street Railway, 
until 1931 when it was liquidated and the city 
lines went to Indianapolis Railways. The most 
important city system directly operated by THI 
&E was that at Terre Haute, followed by that at 
Richmond. Small local services were also car- 
ried on in New Castle, Crawfordsville and even 
in Brazil. A short. branch between Cambridge 
City and Milton, abandoned in 1925, used city 
type equipment. 

RICHMOND: 

Horse cars are said to have been in operation 
in Richmond in the 1880s. Electrification came 
in 1890. An interurban line was begun to the west 
that the route was a logical segment to be in- 
cluded in the Indiana system being developed by 
Hugh J. McGowan. Thus came the Richmond lines 
into the THI&E system. 

A car barn fire in 1923 wiped out much of the 
local equipment and THI&E acquired a number 
of Brill-built cars then from the Brooklyn-Man- 
hattan Transit Corporation. Ultimately, street 
railway service in Richmond was 100% Birney 
car operated. The system was acquired and op- 
erated by Indiana Railroad. 


TERRE HAUTE: 

Poor's Manual of Railroads for 1886 lists a 
horse car operation in Terre Haute. The West 
Terre Haute extension appeared in the 1890 list. 
By the turn of the century, these lines had been 
electrified and were operated integrally with the 
interurban lines radiating from Terre Haute. 

When acquired by lease by THI&E Lines, the 
Terre Haute system was operated as a division, 
altho its equipment remained pretty much to- 
gether, just as did that of the other underlying 
segments of the Lines. Terre Haute became the 
first city of any size to be entirely served by 
Birney cars and electric railway men came from 
all over the country to study it. 


With the liquidation of THI&E, the Terre Haute 
city lines were taken over by Indiana Railroad, 
while its power and interurban operations went 
to Public Service Company of Indiana. Six PSC 
(Interstate) multiple-unit double-truck suburban 
cars were reassigned here late in 1936 and saw 
considerable service as single cars in city ser- 
vice, but this is actually partofthe Indiana R. R. 
story.

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Northwestern division equipment of 1904 was among the first interurban stock 
built to the 61'-6" length that eventually became pretty much standard for Indiana interurbans. 
These cars, carrying even numbers 20-58, were built in two equal lots, the first by Jewett 
and the second by Laconia. Their great length and wood frame construction got them into 
early body troubles and they were all brought thru the shops in the early 1920s for strengthen- 
ing. The original car #22, shown in the lower photo, was burnt in an electrical fire and was 
replaced about 1920 with second #22, purchased from the Cincinnati & Columbus Traction 
Company. Second #22 was similar in appearance to THI&E 51-61. 
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Rebuilding of Northwestern division cars took about as 
many forms as there were cars to rebuild. Car #28 got 
the most deluxe job, with bucket seats and two-tone

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Crawfordsville division cars #51-65 were built to one of the Jewett Car Company's finest 
gothic arch window designs. Two were originally chair cars #201 and 202 of the Indianap- 
olis Crawfordsville & Western, later to become THI&E #63 and 65. The balance were com- 
bination baggage-passenger cars given IC&W numbers 101-106. After only a short time, 
possibly within the first year, the chair cars were rebuilt with baggage compartments. 
However, one of them, #63, remained the favorite car being assigned to limited runs. 

Car #55 received the most extensive rebuilding, emerging with the upper sash blocked 

off by steel plates, and bearing a name suitable to honor Crawfordsville's noted Wabash 
College.

Generally speaking, head-on photos are not particularly common, 
nor are they especially important, but this collection is 

hard to resist because it shows how an imaginative master mechanic 
can Start with six cars of the same series and wind up with 

six different front ends. The group included #51-65 (odd numbers), 
Crawfordsville division cars built by Jewett for the old IC&W. 

The pictures were all taken in the period 1926-1930, and while we did 

not turn up prints of cars #57 and #59 to match with these, there 
is no reason to think we would not have seen further differences 

in them, 
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Immediate forerunner of the famous Cincinnati Car Company standard wooden interurban car design exemplified 

by THI&E's 21-49 group was the 1906 model, a 56 ft. version of the baggage-passenger single-ender. Actually, 
these eight cars, carrying road numbers 62-64-66-68-70-72-74-76 (76 was later renumbered 60), had double- 

end control like practically all of THI&E's interurbans, but the rear end equipment was only used for wying cars 
or in emergencies. As with the other groups, this group saw extensive rebuilding, first to raise the drop platforms 
and then later a few were steel-plated. Car 68 was unusual in having a coupler at the front end, the only passenger 
car on the THI&E system other than business car 600 to be so equipped. Car 72 has the steel plate job like 68, but 
had the offset baggage door and right-hand motorman's position like most of the 21-49 group. 


The photos of 68 (before and after) and of 62 (above) were taken at Greenfield shops of the Eastern division, to 
which this group of cars was assigned. The views of 62 "Flat Rock" and 66 are at Indianapolis Traction Terminal. 
The unusual accident scene has not been identified, but appears to be one of this group cooling its motors ina 
rather drastic manner. Despite such mishaps, THI&E is said to have never caused a passenger fatality. 
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THI&E had an odd way of numbering its equipment in groups of all odd numbers or all even numbers, 
and they seem to have started in the middle and worked both ways as additional cars were acquired. 
Original equipment of the Indianapolis & Eastern Railway for limited service included these charac- 
teristic Kuhlman cars, model 1903. I&E's numbers ran by fives: 65-70-75-80-85-90. When the line 
became THI&E's Eastern division these cars were lengthened and their underframes were reinforced 
as would be appropriate to support a 62'-6"' combine. New trucks, motors and controls were also in- 
stalled at that time, to make a finished product as indicated in the inset below. In the 1920s the group 
went thru the shops again to emerge with a substantial looking steel plate job and with new numbers: 
67-69-71-73-75-77 (but not in original rotation). They were then a far cry from the light, flimsy dink- 
ies of Indianapolis & Eastern days.

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Rebuilding work on Terre Haute division Jewetts, which were just about the newest of THI&E's fleet, was con- 

fined mainly to raising the original drop platforms and redecorating in the chromium yellow and black livery. 

External electric marker lights were also an unusual characteristic of this group. Car 110 had its windows 

altered by blocking off the upper sash and also received the fine touches of a dash illuminator and two-tone 

air horns. It was probably the last THI&E passenger car to ride the rails, having been brought out of retirement 

for a few months early in 1934 in order to serve Indiana Railroad on a daily plug run to Harmony and Brazil. 

But the most extensive rebuild job in this group was reserved for #122, whose interior is at top and whose ex- 
134 terior is shown on the color insert plate. Not only did it receive bucket seats and opal glass lighting fixtures, 

but new HLF control and field tap motors were installed in 1927. The whole project was under engineering super- 

vision of students from Rose Polytechnic Institute, which was along the line close to Terre Haute.

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RICHMOND-DAYTON (Ohio): 

Dayton & Western Traction Company was in- 
corporated June 26, 1898, but did not begin con- 
struction until about 1900, whenthe portion from 
Dayton to Eaton, Ohio, was opened. It then ex- 
tended its tracks to the Indiana-Ohio state line, 
and in 1903, the Dayton & Western Traction Com- 
pany of Indiana was incorporated and completed 
the line into Richmond. The Indiana company was 
immediately leased to the Ohio company for op- 
eration. The controlling interests were similar 
to those in charge of the City Railway, Dayton & 
Troy Electric Railway, Oakwood Street Railway 
and the Barney & Smith Car Company. 

The geography of the line, however, made it a 
direct connecting link between the Ohio Electric 
system in Central Ohio and the Terre Haute In- 
dianapolis & Eastern system in Central Indiana. 
Responding to deft pressures applied by the pow- 
erful Schoepf McGowan groups controlling the 
larger systems, Dayton & Western leased its 
line on June 15, 1906 to the Indiana Columbus & 
Eastern Traction Company, which in turn, assign- 
ed its lease to the Ohio Electric Railway on Au- 
gust 13, 1907. The line at this time consisted of 
a 38-mile mainline and a 3-mile branch between 
New Westville and New Paris. 

Various types of thru operation were tested, 
but only the Indianapolis-Dayton thru cars per- 
sisted over any considerable period. One short- 
lived experiment was the 250-mile thru run be- 
tween Indianapolis and Zanesville, Ohio, carry- 
ing the name ‘‘Columbian’’. This train, begun in 
1916 andended within a few months, used THI&E 
or Ohio Electric standard 61 ft. cars, slicked 
up with fancy carpeting. 

With the end of the Ohio Electric, D&W was 
again on its own in 1920. In the next few years, 
most of its old short Barney & Smith passenger 
cars were lengthened to about 55 ft. and ‘‘modern- 


ized’’, several being especially attractively fin- 
ished for service on the ‘‘Buckeye’’ and ‘‘Hoos- 
ier’’ Specials operated in joint service with THI 
&E between Dayton and Indianapolis. 

Came the depression and D&W defaulted on 
the equipment trust obligations with which part 
of its cars had been rebuilt. In one of the rare 
suchinstances, the trustee repossessedthe cars. 
For several years they were stored at Cincin- 
nati Car Company's Winton Place shop while a 
buyer was vainly sought. 

One ofthe circumstances that led the receiver 
to allow the heavy cars to be repossessed was 
the desire to affect economies by the introduc- 
tion of one-man light-weight cars. This was done 
with several Cincinnati-built curved-side cars 
acquiredfrom the Cleveland Southwestern Rail- 
way. These cars kept D&W going for several 
years, during which its operation was entrusted 
to management of the adjoining Cincinnati & Lake 
Erie Railroad. 

In a rather surprising move of expansion, the 
D&W was purchased (without any of its cars ex- 
cept steel freight motor 796) by Indiana Railroad 
in 1936. Thru operation began August 9th, 1936, 
Indiana Railroad car equipment having been put 
in service for break-in purposes the previous 
week. Again it was hoped that thru traffic be- 
tween Indianapolis and Dayton would bolster the 
revenues ofall concerned, but now there was the 
additional handicap of the 17-mile detour thru 
New Castle, the direct Greenfield route that had 
been THI&E’s shortline having been abandoned. 
After a period of utilizing the typical Indiana 
rebuiltheavy car, there followed several months 
of service with the ex-Northern Indiana Railway 
light-weights. 

Abandonment came as part of the Indiana sys- 
tem on May 9, 1937.

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EBULT INTERURBAN COMBINATION MOTOR CAR 


To provide a passenger service equal to the highest steam railway standard of the time, 
Dayton & Western and Terre Haute Indianapolis & Eastern entereed into a joint agree- 
ment about 1922. The cars for this service were entirely remodeled, with D&W furnishing 
all the equipment initially, THI&E paying for the use of the cars on the basis of time 
travelled over their roadbed This accounts for D&W having much more and much finer 
cars than would normally be expected on a 36-mile property. There were three trains 
each way daily, westbound the ‘‘Hoosier Specials'’ and eastbound the ‘‘Buckeye Specials"’ 

Conductors ran thru, altho motormen changed at Richmond.

LEBANON-THORNTOWN 

An example of the most-unlikely-to-succeed 
type of interurban was the 10-mile line incor- 
porated December 9, 1904 as the Lebanon & 
Thorntown Traction Company. It actually began 
service over 9 1/3 miles of owned track on either 
July 4 or 12, 1905. It had 2 tiny passenger -bag- 
gage combines built by Cincinnati Car Company. 
A two-hourly headway was maintained. The line 
was single track, gravel ballasted, and had two 
single-end turnouts. The max grade was 1% and 
the right-of-way was 40-50 ft. in width except in 
the streets of both towns. 

Operation ended July 6, 1926. The connecting 
THI&E lines bought one car, while the immedi- 
ately paralleling Big Four (steam) Railroad ob- 
tained the right-of-way, and Hyman-Michaels took 
up the rails.

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MADISON: 

Madison, on the Ohio River north of Louisville, 
had a mule car line in the early 1880s. Business 
boomed and in 1891 the 23 mile line carried 
158,688 passengers, about 500 per day. 

Altho an electric plant was opened in the town 
in 1886, it was not until 1897 that plans were 
made to electrify the railway. The first electric 
trolley car ran on June 20, 1898. 

The line was built to a track gage of four feet 
and was single track, with passing turnouts. The 
layout permitted simultaneous operation of just 
four cars, which happened to be just what the 
company owned thruout its history, not counting 
the four open single-truck trailers which lasted 
until about 1906. The motor cars were closed 
bodies with open vestibules. About 1915, two 
single-truck open cars with center aisle were 
acquired from Henderson, Kentucky.
